On coming forward the chairman Intro- 


dnoed Mr. Jewell, who went atence to hi* 
work, and made what "the boys" would 
call a rattling talk. He **ld that politic*! 
questions had been much discussed of 
late, which wa* right, for In a republican 
form of government where the people 
make the laws they need to be Instructed 
in the science of good government. 


The speaker tald It wa* right that polit- 


ical parties should give an account of 
themselves to the people. It 1* right that 
their actions should be criticised, and 
especially the patty hiving control of the 
government should be held to a strict 
account for tbe manner in which the 
affain of the nation are administered by it. 
The people are crying hard times; but, 
said th**peaker, much harder time* have 
beeyAiperienced §ince tbe organization 
ofXhe government, and that, too, when 
tae Democratic party was at the helm. 


Allualon wa* made to tbe fact that un 


der Buchanan's administration, when the 
country w«* at peace with all the world, 
the government paid 12 per cent. Interest 
on Its loaej, while now It payi but four. 
While It I* true that the time* are some 
what hard, the Republican party was not 
respoulbl*, but the people, they having 
produced hard time* by extravagant modes 
of living. The speaker laid he wo* not 
here to discuss past iitues, but ques- 
tion* which tvt present occupy tbe public 
mind 


The allegation made by grconbackcr* 


that the currency of the country was being 
contracted, wa* shown to be without 
foundation, and that on the contrary there 
had been a constant and boaltby expan 
don since tbe administration of Secretary 
McCallougb, and that the contraction 
which then took place wag but Blight, ant 
was brought about by tbe Joint action o:

The speaker then took up and dlnoctec 
he theories of tbe genuine greenbackar 
of these times, and the utter worthleesness 
of the currency which they desire to pu 
afloat, was shown up In a manner whlcl 
showed the supreme ridiculousness of th 
greenback doctrine, and In this connec 
tion the financial standing of Jesse Harper 
the Greenback candidate for Congress 
was commented npon In term* not very 
complimentary to that gentleman. 


Tho point* dwelt upeoby Mr. Jewel 


were clearly put, and bis ideas on th 
currency question were well sustained b 
argument, and the speech througbcu 
seemed to give good satisf action, if heart 
applauM Is any Indication of approval. 


At tbe conclusion of Mr, Jewell's re 


marks the meeting adjourned.
